Employees Benefit by New Hours 
in Winnipeg Store and Mail Order 


With the five-day week (six-day shopping week) now a reality for 
Winnipeg staff, old employees may be recalling with pride that this 
was one of the cherished dreams of our founder, Timothy Eaton. 

Himself a pioneer in the field of liberalizing employees' working 
hours, Mr. Eaton's principles and practice in reducing store hours to 
eight, instead of the usual work day of 8 a.m.. to 10 p.m., and in insti¬ 
tuting half-day weekly holidays, was of incalculable benefit not only 
to Eatonians but to all Canadians in the retail trade. 

"I may not live to see it," he had said in a great gathering of his 
employees a few years before his death, "but some of you younger 
men, I believe, will see the time when the world's business can be 
done in five working days, and better done than in six, and when 
Saturday will be given up entirely to recreation and Sunday to rest 
and worship." 

With the recent changes in Winnipeg's closing by-laws, this five- 
day work week is now a reality for all regular full-time staff. Retail 
Store hours are now: 9:00 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. Monday to Saturday 
inclusive, closing all day Saturday during July and August. New 
Mail Order hours: 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Monday to Friday, closing all 
day Saturday throughout the year. 

This is in line with our Company's policy of bringing to employees 
the benefits of the shorter work week wherever local conditions make 
this possible, and similar hours are now in effect in Eaton's Stores in 
major centres such as Toronto, Montreal, Vancouver and Calgary. 

The shorter work week for the Winnipeg Retail Store and Mail Order 
had been the wish of the Company for some time and plans were 
made to implement it immediately the City By-Laws were changed. 
It is the Company's hope that all Winnipeg Eatonians will derive 
much benefit in health and happiness from this shorter work week.

A compliment not only to the safe driving of Eaton’s many vehicles, but to the discretion 
of their dispatch each morning, was paid by Mayor George Sharpe at the annual dinner 
party held on Thursday, May 10, in the Grill Room. He mentioned that many times in the 
course of coming to work he had met the stream of Eaton vehicles, and always noticed 
how they were spaced to allow proper traffic flow. He was honoured, said the mayor, to 
be invited to their annual dinner, and pleased to meet men with such good driving records. 

Mr. A. Arnason, chairman, recounted some statistics—one and a quarter million miles 
driven in the year by our 212 regular drivers—and last winter about the worst in memory 
forbad driving conditions; involved in less than 50 accidents, and very few of them charge¬ 
able to Eaton drivers. He then read some of the many complimentary letters received 
from customers about our delivery men. 

Mr. G. Smith, Provincial Highway Safety administrator, said that with 6900 drivers in 
Manitoba under suspension, it was good to meet so many careful drivers that evening. He 
complimented the Company on the consideration for other vehicular and pedestrian traffic 
shown by its men. 

Mr. W. L. Palk, superintendent, added his appreciation of the good work which prompted 
the expressions of praise from previous speakers, and made the token presentation to 
driver Hugh McDonald. Hugh was seated at the head table in honour of his having attained 
42 years of accident-free driving.

Mr. Dudley says that his pro¬ 
duction of these suites must have 
exceeded a hundred—and among 
them, suites supplied to friends 
for nurses' guilds, Eastern Star 
and other associations, have been the prizes for campaign efforts and realized up to and 
over a hundred dollars each in funds raised. Here we show a suite just presented to the 
Play Therapy Department of Winnipeg Children’s Hospital, and it’s easy to see how pleased 
the young patients are to have “real” furniture for their dolls.
